Psst. Come here. Closer. A little closer. I have something 
to tell you. Now, this is a secret, so you have to promise not to 
tell anyone. Can you keep a secret? Wait. Actually, on second 
thoughts, it's probably best that I don't tell you. It's not that I 
don't trust you. It's for your own safety. If anyone found out you 
knew my secret, there is no telling what might happen. You see, 
secrets are like that. Some should be verbalized, but others need 
to be locked up and the key thrown away. 

1-1 veryonc has secrets. And no one wants to keep them more 
than high-profile figures such as celebrities and politicians. In 
The Secret Life of Secret Agents we learn about the hush-hush 
world that exists within the walls of The White House — from the 
code names of President Obama and his family through to the 
top secret relationships of John F. Kennedy. In the end, secrets 
usually find a way of getting out. No one is immune. 

Some secrets arc brought to light without so much as a 
whisper. Showing real-life examples of the old saying "actions 
speak louder than words," The Secrets of Body Language 
discloses the ways in which to decipher the hidden meaning 
embedded in facial expressions and body movements. 

And while some secrets arc revealed without a single word 
being spoken. Secrets Sworn to Silence shows us that certain 
secrets, which may have the power to hurt others or destroy 
families, are better left unsaid. Often, secrets involve many 
people and the feelings of all the affected parties must be taken 
into account before being exposed.

It would take some 60 years for the Disney 
artists to begin painting their leading ladies 
with all the colors of the wind, including the 
Native American 2) Pocahontas (1995), the 
Chinese "Mulan (1998), and the Hawaiian 
•"Lilo (2002). 

Yet only now, with The Princess and the 
Frog, have Disney 5> animators put a black female 
front and center. Ironically, the inspiration for the 
new film came from two '"Caucasian men: current 
Pixar-Disncy chief, John Lasseter, and the late 
Walt Disney himself.

Yet the actress continued to talk, "The big 
deal is that it will quietly affirm to young, brown- 
skinned children that they are special in this world, 
and I think that it is a bigger deal to those of us who 
grew up without it and are now adults and have 
been waiting for it.

The frog prince persuades 
Tiana to give him a kiss in hopes of being restored to his 
true self. Instead, she turns into a frog, too. The couple 
ends up |4>) on the run in the 2()) bayou, where they meet 
an 21 'assortment of colorful characters. Of course, it's a 
happily-cvcr-aftcr story. But the writers throw a few twists 
into the 2 'formula. 



Because the story is set in real, historical 
America, the divide between rich and poor isn't just 
the old 'medieval hierarchy of princes and peasants. 
There is no 2,) overt reference to racism, but in the 
opening scene, when a child Tiana returns from the 
25> opulent home of her mother's client, Big Daddy La 
Boufif, to her own family's 26> ramshackle 27) abode, the 
social context couldn't be clearer. 

As a result, Tiana is no wide-eyed dreamer 
waiting for her Prince Charming to ''"sweep her off 
her feet. In one of the movie's wonderful musical

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It is half an hour before dawn in the Ethiopian 
highlands, and most of the town of Bekoji still 
2> slumbers in the shadows of a 4,300-meter-high 
volcano. On the streets, though, a silent army is on 
the move. More than a hundred boys and girls — 
many in bare feet, some no taller than the goats 
feeding by the roadside — 3, gravitate toward a vast, 
grassy 'plateau on Bekoji "s outskirts. There, a man 
with a ^stopwatch, local running coach Santayehu 
lishetu, is waiting. So intense is the hunger here 
for running — and its rewards — that Eshetu's 
^workouts, initially meant for 25 athletes, now draw 
150 or more. Focused and serious, the runners listen 
to his words of guidance before taking off across the 
plateau, their feet slapping the earth in thunderous

7) idle boast. In Bekoji, it is a virtual guarantee. 
By an improbable 8) quirk of history, this small 
community of farmers and herders along the 
l,) Great Rift Valley ( ,(>> pop. 33,000) has become the 
world's leading producer of distance runners. Many 
of the fastest male and female middle-distance 
runners on the planet hail from this patch of red 
earth 170 miles south of the capital, Addis Ababa; 
the athletes attended the same primary school, 
trained with the same childhood coach, and in two 
cases grew up in the same ,2) thatched-roof hut. 



Bekoji ranks as one of sport's great 
anomalies Here, after all, is a rural African town 
in which time almost stands still, where horse-drawn 
carts outnumber motor vehicles and neighbors greet 
each other by asking after their herds or crops. And 
yet its most famous products are ,4) Tirunesh Dibaba, 
a 23-year-old ,5) blur who smashed the women's 
5, 000-meter world record in June, 2008 by five 
seconds, and u>> Kenenisa Bekele, 26, who has run the 
fastest times in human history at 5,000 and 10,000 
meters. And they are just the beginning. Dibaba's 
sisters, Ejegayehu and Ginzebe, are also world-class 
runners. Several other Bekoji natives are l7) close on 
their heels, while hundreds of others — that silent

army on the plateau — are striving to join them. 

The town sits on the l8> flank of a volcano nearly 
3,000 meters above sea level, making daily life itself 
a kind of high-altitude training. Children in this 
region often start running at an early age, covering 
great distances to fetch water and firewood or to 
reach the nearest school. "Our natural talent begins 
at the age of two,"" says two-time Olympic gold 
medalist Mailc Gcbrselassie, 35, who grew up in a 
village about 30 miles north of Bekoji. Gcbrselassie 
remembers running over six miles to and from 
school every day carrying his books, leaving him 
with extraordinary l<n stamina. Add to this early 
training the physique shared by many members of 
the '"Oromo ethnic group that predominates in the 
region — a short 2 "torso on disproportionately long 
legs — and you have the perfectly "'engineered 
distance runner.

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No formula, however, can conjure up the 
desire that burns inside Bekoji's young runners. 
Take the case of Million Abate, an 18-year-old 
who caught Eshetu's attention last year when he 
sprinted to the finish of a 12-mile training run with 
his bare feet bleeding profusely. The coach took 
off his own Nikes and handed them to the young 
runner. Today, Abate is still wearing the coach's 
shoes. They are his only pair, though he confesses 
a preference for running in bare feet. "Shoes affect 
my speed," he says. And speed may be his only 
salvation. Forced to quit school in fifth grade 
after his father died, Abate 
worked as a shoeshine boy 
before getting the motel job, 
which pays $9 a month. All 
along, he has never stopped 
running, chasing the dream 
of prosperity his mother 
"^'imprinted on him shortly 
after his father's death. 

By Ethiopian standards, 
Bekoji is not a desperately 
poor town. The famine and 
malnutrition that 24> stalk other 

parts of the country have bypassed this region of 
potato and barley farms. Still, families in Bekoji's 
25) outlying villages often 26) live hand to mouth, 
and distance running offers the younger generation 
one of the few ways out. Bekoji's 27> trailblazer 
was Tirunesh Dibaba's aunt, Derartu Tulu, who 
left home to avoid an early, arranged marriage 
and ended up a national hero, winning the 10,000- 
meter Olympic gold medals in 1992 and 2000. As a 
reward, the government gave her a lovely house. 

Motivated by such signs of success, thousands 
of kids from the villages surrounding Bekoji 
have moved into town in the past several years. 
Many of them rent dingy rooms for a few dollars 
a month and fill their bellies with what they call 
" 28) counterfeit 29> pasta" — rolled-up wheat 30, paste 
eaten with a 3,) pinch of salt. Some, like Million 
Abate, work long hours at regular jobs. Others

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crowd the classrooms at Bekoji Elementary School, 
where both Dibaba and Bekele attended. Enrollment 
at the school has tripled over the past 15 years, and 
many of the runners arc too exhausted to concentrate. 
"It's difficult to teach kids under these conditions," 
says the principal. "But in terms of running," he adds, 
with a '"'rueful smile, "we could beat any school in 
the world."

It is u 'make-or-break time for Million Abate. 
Though he is now the third-fastest 1 ,500-metcr runner 
in town. Abate knows, at age 1 8, that he needs to win 
a big race soon to get noticed by the powers that be 
in Addis Ababa. The brutal calculation of success 
and failure in Bekoji leaves very little room for error: 
he cither makes it into Ethiopia's elite, where he 
can finally live up to the promise of his name, or he 
returns to a life of subsistence farming. "I have so 
much stress," Abate says, his eyes tearing up. "Coach 
tells me not to beat myself up so much. But I want to 
lift myself up in life, and I get very angry when I'm 
overtaken by a single step." Pushed by anxiety and 
desire. Abate gets up extra early these days so that 
he can be the first to arrive on the plateau, before any

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A row blocks from the White House, on the 
busy corner of H and 9th streets, stands 
a "bland, unnamed, nine-story office building.

Of course, the Obamas aren't the only ones 
having to tolerate the Secret Service being around. 
Using ''gadgets that would make x> James Bond 
envious, agents sweep offices and hotel rooms for 
surveillance devices, test food for poison, and measure 
air quality to check for dangerous bacteria. But all the 
technology and planning in the world can't protect a 
candidate or president if he won't do what he's told. 
Some politicians have been cooperative — 9) Dwight 
Eisenhower, ""George H.W. Bush, and George W. 
Bush, for example — while others have gone "'rogue; 
Bill Clinton, Franklin Roosevelt, and ,2) Lyndon 
Johnson all loved to make '"mischief. 

Acting as human surveillance cameras, Secret 
Service agents observe everything that goes on 
outside of public view. So what are the secrets behind 
the scenes? Revealing anecdotes from administrations 
past gives us a peek at the real life of both the agents 
and the politicians. 

"On my second day on the job as an agent, 
they put me in the l4 'rear seat of the president's 
l5, limousine," says former agent Larry D. Newman. 
"A supervisor on K, 'the detail placed a l7) Thompson 
submachine gun on my lap. I had never seen a 
Thompson, much less used one." Over the next several 
years, Newman received a total of ten weeks of 
training, consisting of four weeks on law enforcement

You're getting a hidden peek, a peck into the world of what's 
really going on. When you can read body language, every 
moment spent with others can be valuable and, if you are in 
business, profitable. Body language is crucial, and the messages 
and secrets hidden behind can be unveiled through reading body 
gestures. 

There are many simple gestures that, although usually taken 
for granted, can show us a more complicated meaning. A pat on the 
back is one way to demonstrate power. Another way to demonstrate 
dominance is shaking hands. Janine Driver, who is an expert on 
reading body gestures and teaches body-language evening classes, 
believes the visual impact of important handshakes was first 
appreciated in 1970 when ''Elvis Presley famously paid a visit 
to President Nixon at the White House. "We can see a picture of 
Nixon and he's shaking hands with Elvis Presley. Nixon's got the 
upper hand with his palm facing down," Driver analyzes, "That's 
where the expression comes from — 'I've "got the upper hand 
here.' So now that people know about this in politics, you can 
understand why politicians "jog for positions when it comes time 
to take pictures."

Politicians and celebrities now know 
they must pay attention to the 93 percent of 
communication that's non-verbal. But what role 
does body language have in 
everyday life? Does good body 
language really help to !4) cIose a 
deal? To find out, an experiment 
was carried out: two women, 
Jackie and Casey, were hired to 
pose as new car customers to 
test "salesmanship. Their first 
stop was a ,6) BMW showroom 
where Cory, one of the salesmen, 
greeted them. It was discovered 
that Cory was fixing his tie 
before greeting, which can be 
seen as l7) preening. Then came a 
quick handshake which included 
a, seemingly, very genuine smile. Furthermore, 
when approaching the two women, he also had his 
head bent slightly forward, which is important for 
displaying ,S) submissiveness and very useful for a 
salesman. Cory's body language was near perfect 
throughout. The following morning, they went to a 
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Toyota ""'dealership and were greeted by Jerry, 
who was 21 'rubbing his thumbs with his hands. 

"That's called a "self-touch gesture'. This is 
a comfort gesture and it means that someone is 
feeling uncomfortable. Body language can't be 
considered in isolation. It's usually an "'amplifier 
to what you are already saying," says Dr. Witchel. 

Not only that, but Jerry also looked down and 
avoided eye contact with the women. In the eyes 
of experts, this ""'disconnectedness says, "I'm 
more important than you." This attitude, combined 
with a lack of confidence, doesn't do much for 
building 24) rapport with customers. Ultimately, 
people don't buy based on the product or even 
the product data, but instead as a result of their 
feelings about the salesman. 
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Reading body gestures can convey way more 
messages and secrets than people realize. 25) PauI 
Ik man, a psychologist in the study of emotions, has 
devoted a lot to this area. His team asked volunteers 
to make faces corresponding to a particular emotion 
and filmed the result. Ekman found that there were 
actually seven universal expressions of emotions on 
the face: happiness, sadness, anger, fear, surprise, 
^''contempt, and disgust. He developed an entire 
system of looking at 
the muscles of the 
face. The influence 
of Ek man's facial 
expression research 
can be seen today. 
Facial re cognition 
systems help 
consumer research 
get access to the inner 
world of customers: 
how they react to 
different foods and 
advertisements. Today 

these systems are even being installed in airports to 
refine security checks.

As I lifted my "kayak paddle out of the waters of 
Thomas Bay in Southeast Alaska, I paused for 
a moment to listen to the soft ''susurration of rain 
on the surface of the water.

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After Einstein and "iVlileva Marie married, 
they had two sons: Hans Albert and Eduard.

Mileva, he soon married his 
cousin, Hlsa Lowenthal. Actually, 
Einstein also considered 
marrying Elsa's daughter, Use, 
who was 1 8 years younger than 
him, but she '"'demurred.

Einstein's main concern was to 
take care of her famous husband.

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strange at times: in the early 1990s, Harvey went 
with freelance writer 26) IVlichael Paterniti on a 
cross-country trip to California to meet Einstein's 
granddaughter.

With a '"'fervor usually reserved for prayer, 
the poet envisions a life for his son free of these 
problems — a vibrant, creative 7 'existence. Coleridge 
then asks nature itself to nurture his parental hope, 
s, invoking the '"potency of green summer but also, 
and especially, the winter's "secret ""ministry of 
frost," "quietly shining to the quiet moon."

As a college professor, I had been teaching 
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Frost at Midnight for years, and had decided, soon 
after my wife became pregnant, to read the poem to 
commemorate our baby's birth. And so I did recite 
the poem to our girl — we named her Una — hoping, 
like Coleridge, that her life would be " 'perennially 
blessed by leaves and ice alike, by summery days but 
also by the chilly periods when she would most need 
strength.

Another is a fashion shoot that shows clothes with 
the label "Made in China with French designers 

A refrigerator is also shown with the label "Made in China with European styling."
